The Applicants are urgued to review Fig. 4 of the present invention wherein the 
structure of each of the selecting switch sections is identical to the structure of the Taya reference shown in Fig. 13B to convince 
themselves that the claim is anticipated by the reference, the recited first and second transistors read on 125 and 128, respectively, and 
clearly the delayed input signal is propagated to each of the gates of these transistors as recited. 
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
